For 
Some time he maintained a shop 
in the rear on a neighbor’s prop- 
erty. 

Unable to find a site in the dis- 
trict already zoned for light in- 
dustry, Mr. McCully said he had 
tentatively purchased a lot on 
the north side of Ninth street, 
east of Twelfth avenue. He was 
present last night to informally 
ask the commission’s attitude 
relative to changing the zoning 
to permit establishment of his 
shop - there. 

“Why don’t you put your shop 
in the proper zone?” asked 
Charles W. Eliot, planning com- 
mission consultant. 

“That’s what we would like to 
do but there are no sites avail- 
able,” Mr. McCully replied. ‘There 
are none for sale.” 

“Are the lots priced too high?” 
asked Mr. Eliot.

“I don’t know about the prices, 
perhaps they would stump me, 
but I have not even found an 
owner who would sell,” Mr. Mc- 
Cully emphasized. “For one rea- 
son or another the owners would 
not even put a price on. their 
properties. Either they had plans 
for usihg it themselves or would 
not put it on the market.”

“If they want to go to college, 
their grades should have to be 
up just as in high school in or- 
der to be exempted—otherwise 
some will go to college to get 
cut of the draft.”—Dick Blair, 
499 East Ninth street.

All Teachers 


A 1946-47 budget for the Up- 
land school district calling for 
nearly 10 per cent ifcrease over 
last year was passed by the Up- 
land school board last night, It 
calls for expenditures totaling 


$151,100 as compared to $137,175 
last year. 

Major changes resulting in the 
boost was an increase of not only 
teachers’ salaries but of all em- 
ployes of the school distriet as 
well. The capital outlay fund was 


substantially reduced from $18,- 
000 last year to $8,000. 

Salaries w hich were $70,000 
last year were hiked to - $82,800 
in the 1946-47 budget. However, 
$2,500 of the increase is actually 
a reserve in the event that an 
additional teacher may have to 
be hired due to the anticipated 


increase in enrollment in Upland 
school next fall. Actual increases 
Which include all employes really 
amount to $10,300, with the $2,- 
500 to be used only when neces- 
sary. 

It was pointed out by Harold 
W. Cook, school superintendent, 
that a higher budget was needed 
this year in order to meet the 
increased .salaries of all employes,
